Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Appeal Brief, filed 02/19/09, with respect to claims 1 
and 21-27 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1 
and 21-27 has been withdrawn. 

2. The rejection of claims 1 and 21-27 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, is 
withdrawn in view of the Appellant's remarks on pages 4-6 of the Appeal Brief of 
02/19/09. 

3. The Double Patenting rejection of claims 1 and 21-27 is withdrawn since the 
copending application is now abandoned. 

4. The rejection of claims 1 and 21-27 under 35 USC 103 is withdrawn in view of 
Appellant's remarks on pages 7-9 of the Appeal Brief filed 2/19/10.
